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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

The presentation of figure 10 is deemed to overcome the 101 rejections with respect to 
the air intake. However, claim 40 is directed to an exhaust system. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks patentable utility. 

There is no proof that placing a conduit inside an exhaust duct will increase flow. If anything, the 

internal conduit will provide more backpressure from the frictional effects of drag. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication In this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 22, 27. 31. 34, 36, 39. and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Atwood (5048327). 

Atwood shows a first pathway 11,14 and a second pathway 9.12,13.15. Portion 14 is deemed to 
be broadly frustroconical. In regard to claim 36. the texture reads on the machining of the 
pathways. 

Claims 22. 26. 27. 30. 34-36. 39. and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Miller (4556032). 
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Miller shows a first pathway at 46 and a second pathway at 50. However, in regard to claims 34 
and 35. Miller can also be taken to teach the first pathway as at 50 and the second pathway as 
at 46. In regard to claim 36, the texture reads on the machining of the pathways. 



Claims 1-17, 20, and 21 are allowed. 

Claims 23. 24, 25, 28, 29, 32, 33, 37, 38, 41, and 42 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
